HEN you come to think of i, it Is rather

remarkable that we have had our old
friends the minstrels with us for more than
60 yodrse. They have weathered every Inno-
vatlon In theatrlcaln; the decline and fall of
the stock ventures; the ndvent of the travel-
Ing companies, comic opera, vaudeville and
now dven moving plotures, And they aras
golng on, bitt not telling the same old jokes,
night after night.

All my efforts te run down to ita dark
origin the lbel that minatrel joken hre vens
erable vesulted in fallure, Some of the best
Jokes 1 recall were firat passed over the fool-
lighte by a minsirel company. Only after
they became public property did they find
thelr way Into perlodicals,

AVING hocome a venerable institution

MAnY years ago, there naturnlly arose
n tHspute ag to the place whers nogro min-
sirelsy had Iis birth, Probably not so muny
cltles as clpimed Homer for thelr own cote-
tended, but certalnly Philadelphin and Now
York had thelr pdvocatens,

I am willing to admit a prejudics in favor

HEN came black-faced banjo nects, such

as 3y Whitloek used to do: olhere siml-
lar to Washington Dixon's Alj]
Coon and still minstrols did not appear on
the scene.  All of these nets were famillar to
Philudelphin theatre-goers in the 308 and
early 40m, Dixon resided here for a time,
and during the epidemic of cholern In 1832
piblished a weekly “Cholera tlazetie,” He
sung “Zip Coon" at the Tivoll Garden, on
Market street weat of Thirteonth, and fvery
hoy in the city was whistling the refraln,

Billy Whitlook in his auteblogriaphy glves
a verslon of hig connoction with the organi-
ration of the minstrel show. Durlng ihe
winter of 1840 he und his partner, Muoster
Johnt Diamond, whose real name was Frank
Lynch, were playing st the Walnut Streot
Theatre, und when the night for thelr benefit
approached Whitlock concelved the fdea of
Introducing a novelty.

Whitlock asked Diek Myers, a vielinist, if
he would play the violin with them and form
a trjo on their henefit, and Myers agreod.
